Owing to lack: of funds to construct the 
various railways under proposal and to carry 
out the necessary reforms, the Peking Govern. 
ment intends, ssya a writer ia the V.-U, Dut 
News, to conc.ade a number of loans with the 
wealthy Chinese merchants in the South Paoifio 
Islinds. It is atated that (he lenders shall be 
treated exactly in the same manner as the 
British and Chinese Corporation and other 
syndicates that have lent money to the Chinese 
Government. It is further stated that the 
latter bas declared thatif any one can persuada 
the Chinese mercha fs in those islands to lend 
money foit, he will be highly rewarded. It is 
reported that Prince Tsai-Cléa may possibly 
be sent down Sonth to contract the loans 
required, 


Death hss removed anothor well known figure 
from oar midst, says the Shanghai Mercury, in 
the person of Captain D, A, MacDonnell, who 
succamd at the General Hospital from a 
stroke of paralseis. The deceased was well 
known along the whole China Coast, where he 
was constantly piloting foreign men-of-war as 
well as other vessels. He was also well known 
as Yangtess pilot and in his time has taken some 
of the biggest ships that have ever gone up 
river up to Alankow. The deceased was an 
Irishman by birth, forty-eight years of age, 
and first settled in China about twenty years 
ago, when for several years he waa in the 
employ of the C. M. 8. N. Co, which service 
he left to take up piloting. He was well liked 
for his hearty and genial manner and was a 
welcome addition to any company. Hie last 
active service was a few weeks ago when he 
piloted the Brasilian cruiser Benjamin Constant 
from Shanghai to Hongkong.

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FLOUR MILLING IN THE 
. FAR EAST,

We-would not expect to findin a Canadian 
newspaper any support for the idea that 
flour milling .can be profitably carried on 
in the Orient, but we gather from reports 
concerning ‘milling operations ond the 
in Manchuria that the 
Canadian view that flour milling in this 
part of the world is necessarily bound to be 
a failure is one which is open to question. 
The collapse of the Hongkong Milling 
Company may be “ one of the moat spectac- 
ular-episodes in the history of the industry,” 
but the general question cannot be decided 
by a single incident. “The Orient” isa large 
territory, and when the Canadian press tells 
its readers that the assumption of those 
who think that the Chincse and Japanese 
will be able to manufacture their own flour 
is “predicated on the usual sophistry that 
the most favourable place to manufacture is 
where the consumption exists,” they ignore 
the fact that this is not necessarily in opposi- 
tion to the theory that the nearer a plant is 
to the source of supply of raw material the 
better chance it has of protien! working. 
“The Orient” is not remote from fertile 
regions containing vast possibilities of 
wheat production, and milling operations 
have been developing ona very large scale 
in-Msochuria. Indeed, few:people in China 
have “any adequate conception of this 
development, but they may find in Mr. 
Purwam WEAuE’s latest book a good deal 
of illuminating iuformation on the subject. 
At. the time of the Russo-Japanese war 
there were eighteen respectable steam flour 
mills in Central and Northero Manchuria. 
having, a maximum output per twenty-four 
hours of 3,150,000 English pounds, or 
roughly 1,400 tons a days, aud a rough 
Russian estimate placed the number of big 
native flour mills, in Kirin alone, at 400. 
Elsewhere in his book Mr. WzALE mentions 
the organisation of a Manchurian Flour 
Trust with an indefinite number of millions 
as capital, which was 1otended to swamp 
the whole of Eastern Asia with Manchurian 
flour. But the author endcavcurs to show 
in the firet place that, owing to Government 
restrictions on the export of four as well as 
rice,Mauchurian flour has but one field—the 
eigh een provinces of China, and he argues 
moreover that Manchurian flour canoot 
compete with American in China. The 
best quality of American flour according to 
the figures he quotes, appears to be ma- 
terially cheaper in the Far East than the 
best quality of Manchurian flour on which 
no transportation charges have been paid ; 
whilst the poorest grades of Manchurian 
flour which are delivered by the Harbin 
mills, although cheaper in Manchuria, would 
probably be (on the basis of the figures 
quoted by the author), very little so after 
having been transported by rail and steamer 
to other places. Mr. Purwam Weaue's prices 
however, are the prices of a year or two ago, 
but to-day, with a low dollar, Manchurian 
flour seems to be deriving the advantage. 
The Japanese, who have a big flour mill at 
Tiehling, are confident of capturing the 
market-in South Manchuria. More steam 
mills are being erected at Yinkow, Mukden 
and Antung, and it is anticipated when 
these are working the price can be atill 
further redaced, and that “it will not be 
difficult to effectually check the importation 
of foreign flour and to crush the native 
hand mills which are scattered all over the 
provinces.” There can be no doubt -that 


- ftour milling ‘in Mancburia is destined to 


become an enormous industry. Russian 
business-methods are poor, and most of the 
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fairly high, but even Mr. PurwaAm WEALE 
confesses that in Japanese’hands|the Harbin 
mills would immediately, become a ver 

considerable source of wealth.) In South 
Manchuria, where there is a expanse 
of fine wheat-growing country, the Japanese 
have their opportunity. Harbin flour does 
not seriously compete in the South Man- 
churian markets, and preferential railway 
rates apparently give the Japanese milling 
companies a great advantagé over the 
foreign flour merchants. The Manchurian 
Flour Mill Company, according to a state- 
ment reported to have been made by 
Mr. Goro, who is prominently connected 
with the company, has the benefit of a loan 
of 100,000 yen from the Yokohama, Specie 
Bank without any security, ‘while ‘‘ tbe 
Eastern Chinese balleay is carrying the 
company’s goods at half the regular freight, 
and the South Manchuria Railway Company 
is also giving assistance to the company in 
various directions.” This is ab interesting 
admission which we imagine hés not passed 
unnoticed by some of Japan’s competitors 
in the markets of Manchuria; There can 
no longer be any doubt after this that 
Japanese traders are receiving preferential 
treatment on the Manchurian railways; and 
if it is by this means that foreign flour is 
excluded from the markets we may expect 
to hear of diplomatic remonstrances. But 
the point we wish to emphasise is that the 
competition of four mills in the Orient is 
becoming a factor that the Ganadian and 
American mills cannot afford to desregard. 
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THE OPIUM TRADE IN

It is of interest to note that in 1907, the 
firat year after the promulgation of the 
Anti-Opium Edict, the import of foreigu 
opium into China actually showed an in- 
erease on the returns for 1906. In that 
year the import was 54,117) piculs while 
in 1907 it amounted to 54,584 picu!s— 
notwithstanding the fact that the total 
arrivals and shipments at Hongkong for 
1907, as compared with the figures for the 
previous year, showed a falliqg off of 6,724 
chests for arrivals and buat chests for 
shipments. What the explanation of the 
increased import into China pay be, while 
the arrivals and shipments at Hongkong 
show such a material reduction we do not 
know. Some few weeks aga we reviewed 
the reports made by the Gustoms Com- 
missioners at the Yangtse ports in regard 
to the opium traffic in that 
and the general interest evinced in that

When we 
turn to the report of the Commissionér at 
Pakhoi (Mr. ACHESON) we find the statement 
that the quantity of sa opium imported 
—269 piculs—was.the greatest in any year 
since 1894, the only resson he had heard 
for the increase beiag lower prices in 
Hongkong and consequent ability of the 
people to buy more of the drug. The trade 
in native opium is small, being only 14 
piculs against 8 in 1906. 
Taking now the ports North of Canton, 
we find that at Swatow there was a 
falling off, of 77 picula, in foreign, and 
1,410 piculs in native opium. Mr, Harnts 
mentions a report that some 25 per cent. 
of amokera attempted to abandon the habit, 
but about a third of the number retarned 
to the pipe. The Commissioner, however, 
says that diminution in the use of the drug 
and antipathy to the trade are perceptible. 
Coming to Amoy, we have Mr. 
reporting that the total gross importation of 
foreign opium amounted to 8,870 piculs, 
“which is actually, with the exception of 
two years—1897 and 1903—in which 
an of native opium were small, the 
largest Slashed since 1893. This reault 
which, as the Commissioner remarks, is some- 
what surprising in view of thé closing of 
the opium dens during the year, be attribute 
ed in the report to the high exchafige during 
the greater part uf the year. As regards 
native opium, the Commissioner reports a 
decrease of about 800 piculs in the import, 
but he does not attributa it to diminished 
consumption. It is due, be says, no doubt, 
partly to the larger arrivals of the foreign 
drug and partly to the large local produc- 


tion. Finally we come to Foochow. Here, °

difficulty.” . 

On the whole then it cannot be gaid, so 
far as the year 1907 is concerned, that there 
is any very substantial evidence of honest 
compliance with the Anti-Opium Edict, 
Eo fur as the foreign drug is concerned, the 
import in 1907 was slightly larger than in 
1906, and the only evidence of diminished 
cultivation of native opium the Customs 
reports afford, is that we have quoted from 
the report on the trade of Nanning. The

AMERICA AND HAWAII. 


—_——__o—___. 
(Datly Press, September 8th.) 

Tt is just ten years ago that Hawaii was 
annexed to the United States. For some 
years previously the American residents 
there had been industriously sadvocatin 
thia in the United States, but the proposa 
was viewéds with distinct disfavour by 
Democrats and Republicans alike and, had 
if not been for the Spanish-American war, 
the Sandwich Islands would either have 
remained independent territory, or else 


- have become a Dependency of Japan. Just 


before the annexation by America, the 
constant stream of immigrants into the 
islands from Japan was creating some 
alarm among the Americans who were 
administering the islands under the native 
Queen, but when war was declared with 
Spain, the United States Government 
fearing that Spain might convert the islands 
into a base of operations, dispatched a 
squadron to Hawaii to annex them. In the 
States politicians regarded the etcp merely 
asan act of temporary military expediency, 
but the end of the war was followed by the 
definite incorporation of the islands with 
the United States as a Territory, much to 
the disgust ofa large section of the Ameri- 
can public who prophesied that annexation 
would prove to be a:Pandora box of ills. 
We have the authority of a Honolulu 
eontemporary for the aseertion that annexa- 
tion has instead proved to be “a chest of 
treasure,” a boon and a blessing to the 
islands. Annexation not only settled the 
Japanese political problem of the islands, 
but it has led to such agricultural and 
industrial developments and consequent 
expansion of commerce as to enable the 
local press “Yo speak of “the vastness of 
Hawaiian prosperity.” - 

In the future more is likely to be beard of 
Hawaii from the fact that America is about 
to convert it into a great fortress and naval 
depot. It is no newly disclosed secret 
which Reurzz announces to us that the 
United Btates War Department have 
prepared plans to make the island of Oahu 
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(Sandwich Islands) the Gibraltar of the 
Pacific, and that including éxtensive forti 
fieations at Honolulu, twelve 14-inch guns 
will be mounted there, and at Pearl Harbour 
accommodation will be provided for a garri- 
son of fifteen thousand men, and a dock for 
the largest battleships. |Some of the 
details may be new, but the main 
features of, the scheme wers settled long 


ago. Congress, in fact,! has already 
voted a million dollars for ~ fortification 
of Pearl Harbour, There are expectations 


that on the completion of thd world tour of 
America’s Atlantic fleet, at least six of the 
battleships will be permanéntly stationed 
at Hawaii. Apropoe' of this, we note in 
one of the Manila papers Which arrived 
by yesterday’a mail that great prominence 
is given to a telegram reporting the 
Japanese Ambassador, the [United States 
Secretary for War and the President to have 
been in “vital conferencg” concerning 
matters which were not disclosed to the 
newspaper men; but the New York Journal 
states that among other matters of world- 
wide importance discussed jwas a protest 
prevcted by Mr. Taxraipajon behalf of 
is Government against the maintenance of 
two fleets in the Pacific by the United 


States. This presumbly means one fleet 
at Hawaii and one at ithe Philip-. 
pines. That the Japanbse Govern 
ment has made any formal protest 


is incredible. Japan has no, more title to 
make such a protest than| America has 
to formally protest against Japan’s naval 
shipbuilding programme. The fortification 
of Pearl Harbour and tha construction 
of a big dockyard there rtainly point 
conclusively to an intention mMalnotain a 
fleet at Hawaii. and if the {United States 
Government deems the maintenauce ‘of two 
fleets in the Pacific desirable no other 
Power can object. Americal is not likely 
to use her fleet for any aggressive purpose, 
and perhaps it was as much fér the purpose 
of reassuring Japan in this reard as in any 
other connexion that President Roosgvett 
wrote to his Secretary of War; last week the 
letter in which he took paibs to declare 
that the United States bolls Japan in 
peculiar regard and friendship.

THE HONGKONG UNIVERSITY 
PROJECT. 


——_»—__ —— 


(Daily Press, 10th September.) 

Almost;six months have elapsed since the 
Colony experienced a thrill df pleasurable 
excitement by the apnouncément of Mr. 
Mopyr's generous gift in the interests of a 
University for Hongkong. That announce- 
ment was followed by His Excellency the 
GoveRNok convening a meeting to consider 
the project and a sub-committee was 
appointed to go into details. Though 
nothing has been published up till now of 
the progress of the deliberatione, we believe 
that the community will soon ‘be in posses- 
sion of information regarding the various 
propos ils which have been under discussion. 
What will be atill more satisfactory is the 
knowledge that the erection of: the Univer- 
sity is well within the regiod of practical 
politics. Broadly speaking, only two 
schemes have, we believe, been considered. 
Each has its interest and each its vulue, 
and though the details are hot available 
for publication we may bridfly state the 
nature of the two proposals. 

At first the committee felt somewhat 
pessimistic as to the success bf the under- 
taking entrusted to them, Hut with the 
exchange of ideas hope revived. The Hon. 
Dr. Ho Kar submitted a scheme with the 
object of showing how the University might 


| 
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be inaugurated on. simple lines and yet | 


grow td a successful institution whose 
influence would be felt all over the Hast. 
His idea, we pnderstand, waa to establish 
a University proper with a small number 
of students, from 40 to 60, but attached 
to this, either temporarily or permanently, a 
Training College was suggested where in- 
struction could be imparted through the me- 
dium of the vernacular and written Chinese. 
As the mete would not be occupied more 


than a few hours each day in lecturing to 
the few undergraduates in the University 
they would have ample time to lecture as 
well to the atudents in the Training College, 
for which, of| course, they would receive 
additional rempneration. Interpreters, who 
were past students in the subjects dealt 


the lecture and by this meana 
large numbers of Chinese, not having 
lingual difficulties to hamper them, would 
readily acquige Western technical and 
scientific knowledge and prepare the way for 
the men with better qualifications who 
followed from the University. The fees 
derived from the training college would 
help to maintnio the University until it 
became self-supporting, Then the Training 
College could either be transferred or 
abolished, 

The other scheme which has been 
befure the Committee is one outlined by 
His Exoguuency himself, and to some 
extent it is opposed to the suggestion of 
Dr. Ho Kat. H1s Excwuenoy’s propo- 
sition is to house the College of Me@ecine 
and the Technical Lostitutein the University 
Buildings, each to pursue its separate course 
until absorbed by the higher. The 
GoveRNvuR anticipates that the structure 
weuld be completed in two years and during 
that time an adequate endowment might be 
accumulated. Atany rate he does not coun- 
sel waiting until the endowment has been 
aecured. No, degpite depreasion in the Colony 
he has canfidetce iu the generosity of our 
citizens to attain that end without much 
difficulty, and :with a Chinese promise of 
support—though it has not yet, we under. 
stand, beén formally made—the optimism 
seems justified. From $750,000 to 
$1,100,000 would be required for the 
endowment and in so far as the sum fall. 
short of the higher amount by that extens 
will the scope of the institution be curtailed 
When the buildings are completed the locay 
leaching staff recommended by the sub- 
committee and as many professors as funds 
will permit will|be engaged. Probably one, 
two or three chdirs will be established at the 
outset: the number depends on the money 
available for the purpose. Then, if there 
be a sufficient oucleus of pupils who can pass 
an entrance examination a beginuing will 
be made with jthe University under local 
erdinance. Th@ University course would 
take four or five years and during that 
period the proajoters may hope to see’ the 
endowment intreased.

It will be noted that both schemes have 
this in common : they provide for a modest 
start with provision ie the natural expan- 
sion which may be expected to follow. Dr. 
Ho Ka1’s proposal would undoubtedly place 
Western knowledge within easy reach of 
students. It would obviate the long period 
of study which precedes a mastery of 
the English language—an accomplish- 
ment which is necessary to their enter- 
ing the University. His contention seems 
to be that the half measure supplied by the 
partially educated men who pass through 
the affiliated college would make the Chinese 
more ready to accept the full measure 
gupplied by the men who graduated at the 
University. Doubt may be expressed as to 
the wisdom of this, but coming from such 
an authority the poiat is certainly worth 
considering, On the other hand the plan sket- 
ched by His Exce.ency is more in accord 
with British ideas. It keeps the University 
to its distinctive position, but, until the 
details are made public it is perhaps better 
not to pass any comment. However the com- 
munity will feel assured that the Committee 
have been working towards the object for 
which they were appointed and that con- 
siderable progress has been made. Dr. Ho 
Kar has withdrawn his scheme so as to 
obviate all delay, and as the site has already 
been chosen,—a piece of ground on the 
hilleide opposite Fairlea,- -we may hope to 
see work commenced on the buildings with- 
in a comparatively short time, especially as 
there @re gentlemen of financial etanding 
who have declared they will see it through. 
That spells success. With such knowledge 
the public may reasonably look forward 
to the time when the city will become a 
seat of learning renowned in the Kast and 


has been marked. But having said this, 
we will not be thought ungenerou’ if we 
suggest that there is a place in China for 
Universities which conform more, to the 
European standard, to the standard set by 
the British, French or German Universities. 
The new universities ucel not be regarded 
aa competitive with ths existing institutions. 
The latter would continue to fulfil their 
distinctive function?. The new Universities 
would stand for the highest Huropean 
education, the most advanced atudy pozsible. 

While China is very largely indebted to 
missionary enterprise for the medsure of 
Western knowledge which is already hers, she 
will doubtless appreciate quite as highly the 
efforts being made in Oxford and Cambridga 
to “organise an educational centre or 
university independent of any missionary 
body.” China has suffered as well as gained 
from missionary zeal, and we can quite 
understand the desire of the promoters of 
this scheme to keep such a cohtentious 
subject ag religious education out of the 
curriculum. Comparative religions would 
no doubt be studied, and among these 
Christianity would hive its proper place. 
It would be reg¥ettable “if the introduction 
of modern ideas into China shotld prove 
only to result in the destruction of Cuntucian 
ethics without the erection of aay sufficieut 
substitute.” But, as wo have svggested, a 
study of comparative religions would 
enable the studen: to aee the good in allan | 
draw the best from each, and if he declined 
to accept any particular set of beliefs, he 
would have learned the golden rule—and 
would have learned to become a good 
citizen. Thorefore, we havy little fear that

THE THIBETAN INDEMNITY. 


———_->_—— 
(Daily Press, 12th September.) 

On the authority of ‘‘a Diplomatic 
Correspondent,” publicity has been given 
in the Pall Mall Gazette, to a statement 
that in well-informed circles considerable 
doubt is expressed as to the probability of 
the next instalmert of the Tibetan indemnity 
bing paid, and it is suggested that a 
delicate situation will arize in the event of 
the Thibetan authorities making defsult in 
the matter. “These doubts” the writer 
saya, “may perhaps seem excusable enough 
when it is remembered, first, that Colonel 
Younanussanp's clause in the Treaty by 
which an army would have occupied the 
Chumbi Valley pending the full discharge 
of the indemnity was so altered as to make 
the British troops vacate the valley at the 
end of three years; and, secondly, that by 
the recent Anglo-Russian Convention ‘the. 
British Governmsnt ia debarred from 
re-entering Thibet or interfering wtth its 
affairs. Thus, now, that our army has left 
the Chumbi Va'ley and the onoly other 
method of collecting our debt is expressly 
denied to us, it is small wonder that fears 
are very generally entertained.” The 
writer goes on to say that he finds it is not 
denied in official circles that the failure of 
the Thibetans, at any time, to discharge 
their obligations would necessitate an inter- 
change of views with Russia in regard to 
some modification of the Thibetan clause; 
“but of course,” proceeds the writer, “ Rus- 
sia would demand a quid pro quo, and it is 
greatly to be feared that she would ask for 
certain facilities in Afghanistan at present 
denied her. In short, the Thibetans might 
if they were so minded, exercise a very far- 
reaching effect upon Angio- Russian relations 
at this moment.” 

For our part we cannot ‘see that the 
failure of the Thibetans to discharge theic 
obligations necessitates an exchange of 
views with Russia. Great Britain’s first 
step will ba to bring the matter to the 
notice of the Chinese (Jovernment. China, 
as suzerain, confirmed the arrangement 
made by Cvlonel YouneHuspanpd with 
the governing authorities of Thibet, and 
definitly engaged on her part, as did Great 
Britain on the other part, “to take 4t all 
times such steps as may be necegsary to se- 
cure the due fulfilment of the terms specified 
therein.” Rusia, in the agreement made 
with Great Britain last year regarding 
Thibet, definitely recognised the suzerain 
rights of China, and, what is more, it is 
detinitely declared in Clause II of that 
Agreement that the engagement entered 
into between Russia and Great Britain does 
not modify the engagements entered into 
by Great Britain and China in Article I of 
the Convention of 1906,—to the terms of 
which we have just referred. Therefore, in 
the event of the failure of Thibet to pay the 
instalment, the procedure is clear—Great 
Britain will appeal to the guarantor. 
Without that guarantee, we take it, Great 
Britain would never have consented to 
the important change which the Govern- 
ment wade in Colonel Younanussanp'’s 
Treaty. The original Convention stipulated 
that as security for the payment of the 
indemnity (of £500,000 or seventy-five 
lakhs of rupees palyable in seventy-five annual

When this 
Convention was ratified, however, Great 
Britain appended to the ratification a 
declaration to the effect that the occupation 
of the Chumbi Valley by British forces 
should cease after the payment of three 
annual instalments of the indemnity, provid- 
ed that the trade marta specified in the 
Convention has been opened for three years, 
and that in the meantime the Tbibetan 
authorities had complied in all respects with 
the terms ofthe Convention. Only in the 
event of the evacuation of the Chumbi 
Valley not being complete. in the time 
anticipated in the Declaration was any 
arrangement made with Russia for “a 
friendly exchange of views.” The possibility 
of failure or evasion on the part 
of the Thibetans to make the 
payments regularly was foreseen, and it 
would have been lamentable diplo- 
matic weakness indeed had Great Britain, 
in entering into the arrangement she did 
with Russia concerning Thibet, allowed to 
that Power any right of interference in the 
matter of the fulfilment of the engagements 
made hy Thibet, and ratified by China, as 
suzerain. The next instalment of the 
indemnity is not payable until January Ist, 
and, if there exist any grounds for fearing 
that the Thibetans will not have the 
requisite sum ready for delivery, as in the 
years which have passed since the Convention 
was signed, we have very little doubt that a 
word to the Chinese Government would 
epeedily dispel any misgivings on the 
subject.

with ia little knowledge of Hongkong knows how 
the work proclaims itself. 

Sixty years in Hongkong! Think of it! A 
life-time spent in the service of others! 
Think of the sacrifics, the devotion, and the toil 
which the sistera have brought to the dischar, 
of their self-imposed ask. Think of the 
failures which must have disheartened them 
the misunderstandings which mu:t have filled 
their hearta with grief, and the ingratitude 
which must have made them almost d 
Yet they persisted, With prayers and 
sacrifices they continued, and as a devout sister 
explained “ God has blessed our work.” 

“12 September, 1848.” It takes us back 
almost to the time of the British occupation, 
Hongkong was then a barren rock, feverish 
and unhealthy, Not the place for weak women, 
Yet the French Sisters found their way here. 
Their arrival in the Colony was not contemplated 
at that early period. The three French 
who were the founders of the movement ‘in 
Hongkong penis the French mee 
Forcade to Japan, but that country being ol 
to fore'gners they had to seek some other field 
in which to labour. Hongkong was chosen. 
One can well imagine there was ample scope for 
their noble influence in the Cofony at that time. 
The soldiers who were quartered here in larga 
numbers would be rough in oh and manner. 
The merchants who wore established here would 
do little more than attend to their own business. 
And the Chinese residents would have less 
regard for human life than at present. How 
much to be done in education, in caring for the 
sick and needy, and in life saving P akg life 
saving! How many hundreds of who 
would otherwise have been lef; to die have been 
res>ued, nurtured, and brought up to be useful 
members of the community. Bravely the three 
sisters set themselves to the work which they 
found at their hand, In p hale time they 
had won their way to thé hearts of those 
to whom they ministered, The labour of their 
hands was indeed blessed. Hnoouragement, 
was given to them by the community and by 
the Government and prosperity attended their 
efforts until now they represent a factor 
which is of considerable importance in the 
lifa of the Colony. 

The French Convent has grown up with the 
Colony iteelf. Tho first to be cata ed it ia 
still the firstin importance, The sisters would 
not say so: They sre too modest, They take 
no oredit for the success which they have

The Secretary having read the notice con-

Gentlemen.— You have had ample opportunity 
to examine the report and acoounté. I, therefore, 
propose to follow the usnal course and consider 
them read. Notwithstanding thé severe depres- 
sion that has continued for so long throughout 
the Far East, we are able’ to pay the 
same dividend as last year whiob, I think, 
must be oonsidered very satisfactory. Our 
actual profit on the year’s trading is liltle more 
than last year and constitutes a record since the 
incorporation of the Company. It was found 
necessary, however, to write off slightly more 
this year for depreciation arid bad debts, 
consequently the amount available for distribu- 
tion is nob quite so much as last year, though 
only falling short by about Max. $100. You 
will see from the accounts, it is propoged to 
pay a dividend of 20 per cent. on the ordinary 
shares, and $19.80 on each founder’s share, and 
place $10,000 to reserve fund, bringing that 
fund up to $45,000, and I truat this proposed 
distribution will meet with the approval of the 
shareholders. In a business of this desoription 
it is of vital importance to pay the utmost 
regard to the stock, aud to see that no 
old matzrial is allowed to accumulate, This 
matter has the constant attention of the 
Company's superintendents, and I can assure 
you that the stock has been most carefully 
checked and valued in Shangha', Singapore, 
and here, and due allowance made for any 
articles that are not in perfect condition. The 
Chairman at the last meeting informed you 
that a Branch of the Company had been opened 
in Shanghai in April last year, We have, there- 
fore, the result of a full year’s working from 
that port which I aw glad to say is very encon- 
raging.

Canton, 3rd September, 1908. 

Sim, aNpD Deaz CoLLeacus,—In a letter 
dated the 22nd of August, Real-Admiral 
Perrin, Commander-iv-chief of the Fre.ch 
Naval Division in the Far East, bas requested 
me to couvey his deep and sincere gratitude ‘o 
the residents, both French and others, residing 
on the concessions of Shameen, who, undeterred 
by the fory of the wind, ‘he torgents of rain, 
and the falling trees, which exposed them to 
imminent danger, rendered the most friendly 
agsistance to the crews of the French guuboats 
on the occasion of the typhoon on the 28th 
Julydast. ; 

Asa result of enquiry which I have instituted, 
I have found that a certain number of your 
nationals were among those courageous salvors, 
and I shall feel particularly obliged to you, if 
you will please convey to them the gratitude of

HONGKONG UNIVERSITY. 


Within a few days the proceedings of the 
University E&ub-Committee will be published 
and although tgey have not yet become public 
property we learn that the preliminary disgous- 
sions have been fraught with good results. Two 
schemes have been under consideration. One, 
by the ' on. Dr. Ho Kai, suggests beginning 
with a University, to which should be attached 
temporarily or permanently a Training College 
where instruction could be imparted by means 
of the vernacular and written Chinese. The 
fees from the Training College would support 


the University until the number of students |- 


in attendance at the university rendered 
unnecessary the assistance derived from this 
affiliated college, which could then either be 
’ transferred or abolished. The second scheme 
has beea proposed by His Excellency the 
Governor who advocates both the College of 
Medecine and the Technical Institute being 
housed in the University buildings, the erection 
of which should be proceeded with at once. 
Duing the two years before the structure would 
be completed the endowment fund might easily 
be raised to the amount adequate to make a good 
start. The teaching staff, with one or two 
professors, would be engaged, and by the time 
there were students qualified to entrance 
examinations and subsequently able to graduate

IMP BOVEMENTS AT MACAO. 


Mr. A. H. Wilzer, the Acting Commissioner 
of Customs at Lappa, mentions in his annual 
report that the vigour and thoroughness of the 
Public Works Department of Macao are 
manifest in almost every part of the Colony, 
“Apart from the Praia Grande extension 
towards the Barra Fort, this beautifal pro- 
menade has in its continuation northwards been 
subjected to many improvements, From it a 
new road, commanding a magnificent view, 
branches off at the end of the range on which 
the lighthouse ig standing, and thence leads 
back at a higher level towards the city until it 
emerges at the end of the pine grove skirting 
the Avenida Public Gardens. The main artery 
leading from St. Antonio Church to the North 
has likewise been taken in band with commend. 
able energy, and well laid out oross-roads 
connecting it with the Avenida Vasco de Gama 
are neiring completion, Thess well-kept roads 
ought to form an additional attraction for 
those who may wish to spend the;hot summer 
months in salubrious surroundings. 


The list we published on Sept. 8 as evidence 
of the deoline in trade did nof include the 
Kowloon and Lappa returns. The dues and 
duties collected by the Imperial Maritime 
Customs at Kowloon in the first quarter of the 
year amounted to Tls. 94,703 as compared with 
‘Tls. 109,336 in the corresponding quarter of 
last year. For the second quarter the figures 
are T'ls, 82,331 and Tis. 101,095 respectively— 
giving a total decrease for the half year of T's. 
33,357. In the case of Lappa an increase of 
nearly Tls. 10,0C0 is shown in the collections. 
This is almost entirely accounted for by sa 
inorease in the duty and likia collec on 
opium. In K>wloon there has been a decline 
under these headings. 
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NEW INDUSTRIES NEAR 
HONGKONG. 

The following items are taken from the 
report of Mr. W. R. M.'’D. Parr, acting 
Commissioner of Customs at Kowloon : 

About 3 miles north of Shaichung, on 
the north shore of Mirs Bay, near 
village of Kochiintow, a mine, known as 


Pakshiktong is being worked by the Fuk 
Hiog Mining Company, Limited. The 
minerals found are silver and lead. The 


samples assayed 55 per cent. of lead and 38 
ounces of silver per ton. The area of the con- 
cession is small and the work ig at present 
carried on by some 70 coolies with and 
shovels, ‘I! his mine had been formerly worked, 
but had to be abandoned because the primitive 
pumping machinery then in use was unequal to 
prevent the flooding of the mine. At present 
two Douglas pumpa are.employed, but more w 
to-date steam pumping machinery is sho 
expected from Europe, so the prospects of the 
mine ara considered good. 

A glass factory was established by the ders 
Wai Kung-ssi 4 Pakshawn at Bias Point. 
The Company has a capital of $400,000, divided 
into 80,000 $b shares, whioh it is intended to 
further increase as necessity arises. The works 
are siluated near the beach, and the site seems 
well chosen, ss an inexhaustible quantity of 
white sand suitable for glass making is to be 
found in the neighbourhood. ‘The machinery at 
present in uss was purchased from the old 
Hungham glass factory at Kowloon, but it is 
intended to replace thia in the near fature by: 
more up-to-date plant. Som s 500 wor! 
chiefl y local men, are now employed daily, ; but 
it is computed (that as soon as the new plant has 
been installed from 2,000 to 3,000 work-people 
will be employed at the works. So far only 
glassware of a coarse quality and finish has 
been made, With a view to facilitate trans- 
portation of the f ctory products into the 
interior, a proposal is now under consideration 
to build a light railway to connect the works at 
Pakshawu with the prefectural capital of 
Waichow. 


WIRELE8S TELEGRAPHY IN 
KWANGTU NG. 
In his annaal report Mr. Paul H. King, 
Commissioner of Castoms at Canton, says :— 
The Kwaugtung government, being satisfied 
with the good working of the two Hsinan 
wratlona parchered from the Telelanken Hast 
Asiatio Wireless Telegraph Company, has 
acquired eight other wireless telegraph stations 
for a ‘“‘ rarge of 1L0 miles,” and established a 
sobool for wireless telegraphy in Canton, the 
Telefunken East Asiatic Wireless Telegraph 
Company supplying an engineer as a teacher 
for the school. Two stations were erected for 
the purpose of practising, one in the Wireless 
Telegraphy School in Canton and one in 
Whampao, the stations being opened (for 
Government service only) on the 1st September. 
The course of the Wireless Tolegraphy 
School laated from the Ist June to 
the ist December, After the examination, 
at which 20 students obtained the ocerti- 
ficate for wireless telegraph operators, the 
Kwangtung Government engaged from the 
Telefunken Hast Asiatic Wirvless Telegraph 
Company’ an expert as adviser to the Kwang- 
tung government and also to supervise the 
teaching of new students and the installa- 
tion of the .stations, Regarding the places 
where the stations are to be installed, the 
Kwangtung government has decided to use 
them for the extension of the system of wire- 
less telegrapby in the West River and the 
Delta, more especially to establish effective 
means of communication for the use of the 
river patrol, so as to enable the administrative 
authorities to control the patrol service in a 
more atrategic and efficient manner than it 
would otherwise have been possible. Of gun- 
boata, the “ Leungshan” (built a year ago in 
tongkong) has already been fitted out with the 
wireless tvlegraph installation; the four new 
gunboats now in course of construction in 
Hoogkong are also to be fitted with wirelees 
telegraph installations. The ship and land 
stations in and around Canton have bean 
pee under the supervision of Admiral Li 
hun. 
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RAILWAYS IN KWANTUNG. 


Mr. Paul H. King, Commissioner of Cus- 
toms at Canton, in his aunual report says :— 
Cf the Canton-Kowloon Railway, it is yet 
early days to speak. The company has opened 
its head offica on Shameen in the old Deacon 
hong. Taotai Wei Han is Managing Director, 
representing Vioeregal interests, while the 
Engineer-in-Chief is Mr Frank Grove, late of 
the Soochow-Nanking Railway. These preside 
over a mixed staff of foreign and Chinese 
engineers and clerks, a d it is understood that 
the line along its whole length, Canton to 
Bamchun, has been surveyed. Here, again, 
whether or nop the line gets throngh 
to the Kowloon shore, China is safeguarded 
against loss in the fact that the East River 
traffic alone will be qaite sufficient to secure 
commercial success, besides the possibility, by 
a branch extension from Weichow, of bringing 
Can(on into direct communication with Swatow, 
The number cf passengers carried by the 
Canton-Fatshan-Samsbui branch of the Ytieh- 
Han Railway during the year was 3,191,524, of 
whom 2,081 were non-Chinese. The gross 
earnings amounted to $592,990, of which sum 
$579,519 were contributed by passenger trafflo, 
The cat dk earnings are still insignificant, and 
will probably remain so until the railway can 
be carried on along the West River bank, say, 
as faras the important town of Shiuhing, a 
distance of about 26 miles from Samshui, The 
extension would be neither difficult nor costly, 
and could not fail greatly to enhance the takings 
of the company both in freight and fares, 
During the year some notable improvements 
~ have been effected. The rolling-stock has been 
greatly strengthened by the purchase of two 
eight-wheel locomotives from the American 
Locomotive Company. The Shekwaitong ferry 
wharf has been easily paid for ont of the 
ear’s earnings, and the line stands as a 
lineg example of the truth of the pro- 
position I have ventured to put forward 
—that railways in China are boun! to 
pay. In view of the number of passengers 
carried by thelrailway, it might be thought that 
“steam boatigg” on the Fatshan Creek bad 
been killed aa‘effeotively as similar traffic on the 
Miesigsippi; but such is not the cage. It has, 
however, beeo severely cut iuto, and there can 
be little doubt that when the company has go 
arranged mattera as to run trains aciually into 
the town of Fatshan—the present Fatshan 
depdt is 14 miles from the town,—the launches 
will for the most part find their ocoupation 
gone. Inoidentally, too, another of China’s 
problems will be solved, as the inhabitants on 
the banks of the Creek will no longer be 
tempted to piratical ventures by the spe3tacle 
of the wheezy launch, with its dollar-laden 
passenger tow crawling past their doors at all 
hoars of the day and nigbt,

BRITISH POST OFFICE AT TIBNTSIN,

be continued. The negotiations, which at 
one time broke down, have been fruitful in 
securing the continuation of thig boon to all 
residents in the port and their cdrrespondents 
throughout the British Empire, The annonnce- 
ment was made yesterday, and has caused the 
greatest satisfaction. 

THE SIBBRIAN ROUTE. 

The Imperial Railways of North China— 
whose track in this province and in South 
Manchuria just beyond the Great ‘Wall has been 
washed out by the recent heavy #ains, causing 
an interraption of through (raffic—announce 
that from the 18th prox. they will accelerate 
the service on their main line betwen 
Peking and Moukden, performing the whole 
ron without any stoppage for the night at 
Shanhaiknan ae heretofore. The duration of 
running time be'ween these tivo places is 
reduced, thus effecting a saving of passengers’ 
time, The whole journey to Earops from North 
China and vice versa is becoming inoreasingly 
popular with travellers, whether an business or 
pleasure, this being due to the increasing speed 
of the trains and the inereased comfort of the 
carriagev. Already it must bhava affected tho 
steamship traffic via Hongkong and Sues; in 
the future it is bound todo gostill more. In fact 
it would not be surprising to fiad Hongkong 
residents going bome via Biberia 
quickness is a consideration. Already it takes 
but 15 or 16 days to go from Peki

THE LOSS OF THE “DUNBARN.” 
-—_—_—__»—__—. 
HOW THE DISASTER OCCURRED. 


The N. Y. K, steamer “ o-mara” 
from Formosa Soougne to Moji the news of 
the logs of the Brit 
which was caught in a typhoon off Goto 
Island, near a rear on the 26th ult. The 
orew of the ill-fated steamer numbered 53, of 
whom only two were reeoued, one being Mr. 
William Phillips, aged 24, third officer, and 
Mr. John London, aged 22, fourth engineer. 
These two young officers were fortunate 
enough to be picked up by the “ Saikyo-marnu ” 
at noonon the27th. ‘The others were drowned, 

“The crew of the “ Saikyo-marn” made a 
collection in aid of the survivors, which 
amounted to Y57 and tbis sum was presented 
to the rescued officers. . 

The steamer belonged to the Dunedin 
Steamship Company, of Leith, Scotland, and 
was commanded by Captain Graham. She left 
Nikolaievsk on the 12th August and arrived at 
Karatsa on the 20th to load oosl, She 
left Karateu on the 24th at 9 a.m. for Singapore. 

The vessel, says the Nagisaki Press, E well- 
known in Japan ports And Captain J. Graham 
who had commanded her for over seven y 
will be sinserely mourned by many friends in 


the various ports. He was a native of Edinburgh - 


and, although only 38 years of age, was Com- 
modore of the Dunedin Shipping Company's 
fleet aod had gained the reputation of belog a 
carefal and skilful seaman, The “ Dunearn” 
was the last vessel to enter Viadivostock during 
the war with a cargo of coals aud narrowly 
escaped being captured by the Japanese, 
Coming out of tha Siberian port, the veesel was 
aicnped by the Japanese, but as there was 
nothigg on board then to which exception could 
be taken, Captain Graham bad the satisfaction 
of completing the adventurous voyage [n safe 
and arrived at Mbji in February, 1905. . 
though of s somewhat reserved temperament, 
Captain Graham became very popular in the 
course of repeated visits to Shimonoseki and 
Moji, where he was known and respected by all 
the foreiga residents and where the news of his 
death has cocasioned deep gloom. He resided 
at Leith and leaves a youog widow, to whom 
the heartfelt sympathy of all will go out in her 
great bereavement. 

The third officer, who waa one of the aurvivors, 
gave an account of the disaster and the following 
summary was placed st our contemporary’s 
disposal :-— 

“ Onc the 26th inst. the‘ Dunearn ' encountered 
a very severe typhoon and could make but little 
headway, the engines going slow. 

“ All the offlcers’ cabins were flooded and the 
bursting of a sea in the bankers gradually 
worked the coal into the engine-room, givin 
the vessel a bad list. Just before she turn 
over, another heavy sea struck hor and carried 
away the starboard side of the bridge, ohart- 
room, and cabina, and washed overboard the 
Captain and Second Mate. The No. 2 hateh 
was also burst open and this seems to Lave beon 
the chief cause of the vessel going over. She 
sank aboat 3 p.m. on the 26'h when in, roughly, 
Long. 128 E., Lat. 30/31 N. The other sarvivor 
was the Fourth Haginser. They were pioked up 
by the “Saikyo Mara” in Long. 1:7.19 E., 
Lat. 31.43 N. at 11.20 a.m. and 1.80 p.m. on 
the 27tb.’ 

Officers of the “ Saikyo Maru” state that, as 
their vessel the soene of the wreck, a great 
number of sharks were seen, and, it is probable, 
that many of the missiog seamen fell viotims to 
the voracious monsters.

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THE ORIGIN OF “ PIGEON 
ENGLISH.” 


“ A Griffin” writes to us:—“ Since my arrival 
in Hongkong the jargon known as “ Pigeon 
English” has interestolme very much, but I 
have never been able to ascertain how it 
came to be the commercial lingua franca 
of China, seeing that the English were not the 
first Europeans to trade with China. What 
was the Ienguage medium through whioh the 
other foreigners traded? Can you throw any 
light on the subject ? ’’ 

Woe are not old enough to remember how the 
Spanish and Portuguese and the Dutoh got on 
in the days before the British traded with 
China, bat supposs they managed as the 
Portugueso do in Macao to-day, by teachiog 
natives words in constant use and thus forming 
a “pigeon” language of their own. The supre- 
macy of “pidgeon English” in the centres of 
trade along the Chins coast must be regarded 
as a tribute to the aggressiveness of the 
British. 

Our correspondent, and, doubtless, many 
others, will be interested in the following 
remarks on the subject which we take from 
an old book entitled “The Fan Kwei in 
Canton,” written by one of America’s pioneer 
merchants and published in 1882 :— 

Pigeon-English is the well-known name given 
to that unique language through the medium of 
which business was transacted and all inter- 
coursa exclusively carried on between the 
‘Western Ocean’ foreigners and Canton 
Chinese. For years after my arrival but three 
forei residents were Chinese echola-s— 
pamely, Doctor Morrison; the present Sir 
John Francis Davis, the last Chief of the 

Knglish Kast India Company's establishment; 
st one American, myself—while ‘ Pigcon- 
English’ had grown up with the early days of 
foreign intercourse with the port of Canton. 
It is not difficult to arrive at the creation of this 
particular and strange language. Foreigners 
came to Canton for a limited period, and would 
not or could not apply themselves to the study 
of so difflcult a language as the Chinese, of 
which even a sufficiency for commonplace 

was not easy to acquire, and if acquired 
would be useless anywhere elso. The local 
government also placed serious obstacles in the 
way of learning it, to the length of beheading a 
Chinese teacher for giving lessone. This is on 
the authority of Dr. Morrison, who related to 
me an instance that took place before I arrived, 
and he ‘farther informed me tbat for years 
after hia own arrival in !8('7 he was obliged, 
as a protection to his own teacher, to study at 
night in a room with ligh(s carefully screened. 

On the other hand, tLe shrewd Chinaman 
succeeded in supplying this absence of the 
knowledge of his own language by cleverly 
making himeelf familiar with sounds of foreign 
words, and conforming them to his own 
monosyllabic mode of expression, at the same 
{ime using simple Chinese words to express their 
meaning. He thus crested a language, as it 
may be called, deprived of syntix, without the 
logio speech, and reduced to its most simple 
elemen's, It took firm root, became the con- 
ventions! medium of intercourse in respect to 
transactions of enormous value and magnitude, 
ae exists in all its vigour and quai: toess to this 

Te was undoubtedly an invention of the 
Chinese, and long anterior to the appearance of 
‘the English at Canton in ils origin, ss may be 

roved by the admixture of Portuguese and 

dian words still to be found in it, the latter 
having probably been originally made known by 
those primary visitors from the western world 
via India. The English came more than a 
hundred years after ; words from their language 
were then gradually incorporated, and increased 
with the disappearance of the Portuguese, who 
confined themselves to their own growing 
colony of Macao, until, finally, the former 
became the principal traders, and thus this 
language became known as Pigeon-English. 

The word ‘ pigeon’ is simply a corruption of 
‘business, and with its companion means 
bu-tness-English. Of Portuguese origin we 
have the most undoubted proof in such words 
as mandarin, from mandar, to order; compra- 
dore, from compra, to buy; joss, from Deos; 
pa-te-le, from padre; maske: from mazque, 
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never mind; la-le-loon from ladrad, a thiof; 
grand, from grande, the chief, as, for instance 
‘grand chop;' junk, from the Portuguese sound 
of Chueng in the dialect of the East Coas 
whore they first traded. Of Indian words we 
have bazaar, a market; R&hrof,| moneydesler; 
chunam, lime ; fifin , lancheon; yo-d:aon, from 
ka-dang; lac, one hundred thousand ; ceoly, a 
labourer; chté, a note or letter bungalow, a 
cottoge ; kaarle, curry, and others. 


Some peculiarities of expression and 
application of two words cons antly used in 
Pigeon-English may be medtioned. The 
language was by no means confined to those 
of foreign, but it contained quite a vocabulary 
of words of Chinese, origin; it: was, in fact, a 
very mixed tongue. ‘Chop,’ forinstanoe, is of 
perpetual occurrence. It is the same as ‘cho,’ 
which signifies literally any ‘document.’ A 
shopkeeper’s bill isa ‘chop,’ so isan Imperial 
edict or a Mandaria's proclamation; a cargo 
boat is a chop-boat, it does duty als> for a 
 salepear add note, a receipt, a stamp or seal, a 
ioence for shipping off or 10 land cargo, a mark 
for goods, or a permit ‘First quality, is 
expressed by -‘firat chop,’ and an inferior 
according to quality is No. 6,8, or 10 ‘ chop,’ 
the worst of all, When a covly is sent on an 
errand requiring haste, he is told to gv ‘ chop 


chop.’ A ‘first chop’ man speaks for itself, so 
does ‘bad chop man.’ 


The variety of uses to which the compound 
word ‘chow-chow ’ is put is almost endiesa, and 
in some cases have a directly opposite meaning. 


For instance, a ‘No, 1 chow-chow’ thing 
signifies 


‘ anexceptionally good.’ 
is an assorted cargo; a general shop is 
a ‘ ohow-chow ’ shop; provisions of all 
kinds are olassel under the general head of 
‘ chow-chow; and as may have been remarked 
in the list of the Factories, one was called the 
‘ Chow-chow’ from its being inhabited by divers 
Parsees, Moormen, or other natives of Indis, 

Although by the Chinese all foreigners were 
called ‘Fan Kwaes,’ or ‘Foreign Devils,’ still 
a distinotion of the drollest and most charac- 
teristio kind was made between them. The 
Englisk became ‘Red-haired devils;’ the 
Parsees, from the oustom of shaving their heads, 
were ‘White-head devils;’ Moormen were 
simply ‘molo devils.’ The Dutch became ‘ Ho- 
\av, the French ‘ Fat-lan-sy,’ and the Americans 
‘ Flowery-flag devils.” The Swedes were ‘Suy’ 
and the Danes ‘Yallow-flag devils’ The 
Portugaere have never ceased to be ‘ Se-yang 
kwae,’ thus retaining tbe name first applied to 
them on their arrival from the ‘ Western Ocean’ 
(which the words signify), while their 
descendants, natives of Macao, are ‘Omun 
kwas,’ or ‘ Macao devils’ from the Chinese name 
of the town. 

In the Canton bookshops near the Factories 
was sold 8 small pamphlet, called ‘ Devils’ 
Talk.’ On the cover was a drawing of a foraig- 
ner in the dress of the middle of :the last century 
—three-cornered hat, coat with wide skirts, 
breeches, and long stockings, shoes with buckles, 
lace sleeves, andin his handacaie, I havenow 
one of these pamphlets before me. It commences 
thus, ‘Yun, and under it is its ‘ barbarian’ 
definition, expressed i1 another Chinese word 
whose sound is ‘man,’ ter :many examples 
of this kind come words of two eyllables—thu: 
‘kum-yat,’ with their foreign méaning express 
by two other Chinese charsolers pronounced 
‘to-tesy’ to-day—and so on to sentences, for 
which the construction of the language is 
peculiarly adopted. This pamphlet, costing a 
penny or two, was continually lin the hands of 
servants, coolies, and shopkeepers. The author 
was a Chinaman, whose ingenuity should immor- 
talise him, I have often wondered who the min 
was who first reduced the ‘ outlandish tongue’ 
to a current langnage. Red candles should be 
burnt on altars erected to his memory, and 
obtations of tea poured out before his image, 
placed among the wooden gods shay in temples

SILK GUILDS SENDING REPEESENTATIVSS 


ABROAD. 

The Filk Filiature Guilds of Nam Hoi; 
Poon Yi, Shun Tak and other silk pro- 
ducing districts have decided to raiso a 
large fund for the purpose of sending repre- 
sentatives to all the foreiga silk markota to 
inv stigate and atudy the silk trade. 

‘tis their intention to deal dirsot with the 
foreign home buyers ia the near future, as the 
Tepresentatives will remain permanently in 
those foreign markets whore silk ia largely 
consumed. 

Owing to the dulnes of the silk trade 
this year, the Presidenta of these guilds 
recently held a joint mesting at whioh it 
was stated that silk is one of the largest 
lines of trade in the Kwangtuag Provinee. 
The export of this commodity t) foreign 
countries last year was enormous and all those 
who were connected with the trade made hand- 
some profite, This year the demand for 
silk hag been considerably diminished and 
prices of all kinds of silk have fallen immensely, 
Many merchants have failed, aod numerous 

filiatares have been compelled to close down. 
Unless representatives are sent abroad 
the silk men regard themselves as in the 
dark and as unable to understand what is 
the real cause of the fluctuations, By 
having representatives abroad they say they * 
will be in direct touch with the exact position 
of affairs in the foreign markets, These ra- 
presentatives could cable when there is an 
demand in the markets and would be able to 
dir. ct to the buyers, “ This is the only means 
{o make money in a sure way,” they say. 
. TAMPERING WITH MAILS, 

The owners of the “On Kee” steam launch, 
trading between Canton and Waichow have 
reported to the Postal Commissioner here that 
the newly-appointed Superintendent of the Pak 
tha ‘Likin Station bas insisted upon opening 
all the sealed mail bags to look for dutiable 
articles, but the Captain of the launch protested 
and none of the search officers dared to open 
them. The Captain reported the matter. as 
the Likin officials might forcibly open them 
oa another occasion. 

OLD MILITARY OFFICIALS. 

Admiral Li ‘I sun issued « notifloation yester- 4 
day to the effect that, although he has held offlos 
fora long time, many of bis subordinates are 
unknown to him ; some of them are too old (over 
70 years of age) and uselees for the service;

MYETERIOCS DISAPPEARANCE OF THE NEW 
DOLLAB COINS. 

The Viceroy has iseued instructions for a 
strict search to be made with a view to the 
discovery of persons who are smuggling or 
remelting the‘new dollar coins of the province 
which are now nowhere to be found. It isa 
mystery where these ecios Lave gone. Those 
caught smuggling will be fined ten times the 
amount they attempted to smuggle und will 
also be banished. 

EXPORT OF COFFINS—AND FIREARMS PX 

There is a great inorease in the annual export 
of coffics from Kwangtung to Hunan Province. 
Formerly about 50 to 60 ocfiins were annually 
sent, but during the last two years it has reached 
the large total of 300, It isa curious co- 
incidence that modern firearms are to be found 
everywhere in Hunan and it is surmised that 
there must be some connection between the two 
Provinces. ‘I'he Hunaa Viceroy has requested 
his Kwangtang colleague to have every coffin 
that leaves his province examined to ensure that 
it does contain a corpse and not firearms.

Recently the firm of Mr T. 5. Griffith here 
entered into a contract with the Lan firm 
for the purchase of 60 bales of silk and s sum of 
$10,000 was paid to the latter firm as bargain 
money. a 

Oo the 18th altimo, the Mi Lan firm dis- 
patohed several fokis with 2,500 taels to a town 
called Hang Sse in the Nam Hoi District to 
purchase silk from the filatures there for 
delivery to Mr. T. EK. Griffith. Onitheir voyage 
to Hang Sse they were robbed of the whole 
amount while the boat was at anchor at 4 large 
village named Ng Chean quite close to Canton 
by a band of robbers belonging to the village of 
‘Yam. The leader's name is Tam Yen who is 8 
nephew of Tam Kwok‘Chi, a powerful resident 
of the village. The booty was taken to the 
Avocestral Temple of the village where it was 
divided amongst all those who took part in the 
robbing.

THE MACAO BOUNDARY. 

Owing to frequent troubles arising between 
the Chinese and the Portuguese Governments 
over the boundary question of Macao, Viceroy 
Chang has suggested (o the Wai-wu-pua the 
establishment of a foreign office in the district 
cf Chin Shan where a sub-prefect will be 
appointed to deal with international qnestions. 

FLOOD PREVENTION. 

The Self-Government Association has written 
a letter to Viceroy Chang suggesting the con- 
straction of large canals in the Canton Delta 
to lead the waters of the North, Hast and West 
Rivers into the neighbourhood of the mouth of 
the River near the sea, so as to prevent the 
repetition of disastrous floods in future. They 
also suggest the prohibition of reclamations of 
the foreshore in the Delta for paddy fields. 
The Viceroy replied that he has been consider- 
ing this important subject ever since the flood 
happened and has had several interviews with the 
Kwong Chau Prefect on the matter. He ha, 
given instruo'ions tothe Proviaocial Treasarer 
Judge, and several Taotais to report to him the 
names of officials acquainted with hydrography 
and these will be instructed to inspect the 
Rivers and devise means to carry out the project. 
This might interest some Hongkong engineers,

CONSTITUTIONAL GOVERNMENT. 

Viceroy Chang has received a dispatch from 
the Grand Council at Peking stating that, in 
view of the public agitation for Constitution 1 
Government, the Throne has recently issued 
an Edict fixing a definite time for the establish- 
ment of Parliament. Che dispatch goes on to say 
that the Empress Dowager and the Emperor 
consider that great responsibility is attached 
to all offlcials, high and low, in this important 
matter, as they had taken a leading part in 
recommending Cons'itutional Goverament. Con- 
sequently, it is their daty to:cause thorough 
investigations to be made for the purpose of 
ascertaining what is the best procedure. Ii 
there are any persoos well verded in Constita- 
tional Government it is the duty of all Vioaroys 
and Governors to recommend them, so that the 
Threne may know those who. are useful and 
employ them. :

LARGE PIECE GOOPS FACTORY E8TsBLISHFD 
A wealthy Ching Yuen gentleman named 
Chu Kwan Yu has started a piece goods and 
d factory called the Yuen Hing Shat Yip 
" on 8 very large scale in the Ching Yuen 
City with foreign machines of the latest type. 
It appears that a fow years ago Mr. Chu 
sent a batoh of students abroad to atudy the 
piece goods and dying industries. These 
students returned to Chine last year bringing 
with them a large quantity of m«obinery, and 
a factory was erected in Ching Yuen. The 
establishment commenoed operations abont 
two months ago, It is reported that they have 
tagned ou€ very fine specimens of woollen and 
cotton Meta cord, printed chintz, Oxford 
shirtings, cotton singlets and various other 
cloths, altogether over ten kinds, Samples of 
their piece goods have been sent to many of the 
large piece goods dealers for examination in 
order to obtain orders and the dealers state 
that the weaving and the ooloar of the dying 
are both far superior to those manufactured in 
Japan. It is reported that a large number of 
orders has been placed with the new factory by 
many of the leading merchants, to suoh an extent 
in fact that more machinery has to be ordered at 
once as the output is not equal to the demand. 
FLOATATION OF A BIG MINING CONCERN, 
The Bureau of Agriculture, Labour and 
Mines here recently made a thorough inves- 
tigation into the mining affairs of the 
Kwangtung Provinoa. It is reportcd that 
they have digcovered that over thirty 
mining concessions, rich in minerals, have 
not been worked at all. The Superin- 
tendent of the Bureau in his report to the 
Beard of Agriculture and Mines in Peking 
mentioned that he had already appealed to 
the public to form a mining company with a 
large capital. The Government will subsoribe 
half of the amount required ani co-operate 
with the merchants in developing all the 
mines in the Province. In the fuperinten- 
dent's notification he stated that mining is 
one of the most paying businesses, if sufficient 
pital is raised to purchase the requisite 
ning machinery, and, in support of his 
statement, he quoted the Government antimon gy 
mines in Yu-Yven and Kook-Kong near 
Canton as yielding handsome profits to the 
Government,

The 
operators are too inguicitive and want to kvow 
who you want to speak with. They are not 
satisfied with hearing thei number aske for, but 
they want to know who ycu are and what you 
want of the other’ man. Nine times 
out of ten when a person wishes to make use 
of the telephone it is inlerrupted. 

The whole ins‘itution needs reform and the 
present slate of affairs is a disgrace to the 
Company and its managers.

A W RBNING TO OFFICIALS. 

The Waiwupu has instructed the local 
authorities to notify all Taotaiz, Drefeote and 
Magistrates to be more prompt and careful in 
dealing with international affairs, Owing to 
the dila‘oriness of the officials and the frequent 
mistakes wade by them through ignorance of 
International Law and Treaty regulations the 
Government has been involved in tronble and 
has had to pay heavy indemnities. The Waiwapu 
ri eee in fature copies of all dispatches 
and correspondence ‘regarding international 
matters be sent to them for perusal, no mater 
how trivial the affair may be.

A LIKIN DISPUTB.

The goods were shipped to the 
Canton Merchant by the e.s. “Naoning” and 
fall duty was paid to the Imperial Maritime 
Customs. While the tobscoo leaf was being 
landed and stored in a godown on the Sha- 
kee, the excise cficeras of the tobacco 
monopolists seised the goods for not having 

id certain Likin duty called the ‘“Tso-li” 
on landing the godds, The “ J so-li” is purely 
a native tax and cannot be levied on mer- 
chandiss consigned to or imported by foreign 
firma, There are over 30 kinds of [ikin taxes 
under the name of “ Txo-li,” levied on both fore- 
ign and Chinese merchandize. Formerly all the 
“ Teo-li” taxes were collected by officials appoint - 
ed by the Bureau of Local Affairs. 

These texes were levied by this Bare. ander 
the pretext of obtaining funds to purchase guos 
and to repair the forts of the Previnee; buat 
these taxes are really illegal just as are 
the Fan-tan and other gambling taxes which the 
Officials designate as taxes leviel to provide 
funds for the search and captare of robbers and 
pirates, 

Of late years the Government has turned 
these taxe: into monopolies. and they sre 
now farmed out to the different guilds and 
merchante, 
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In the case pander notice the foreign mer. 
chant reported] the illegal seizare to his 
Consul who communicated with the Viceroy. 
on thb subject and demanded the return of the 
tobacco leaf. His Eroellency, through the 
ignorance of his Chief voreign Secretary or 
Deputy, replied that, according to Treaty 
regulations, no |foreigners are allowed to pur- 
chase native produce and sell it in any Treaty 
Ports (!) The goods were confiscated on the 
ground that thd operation waa against Treaty 
regulations and| that the labels oa the goads 
indicated their Chinese origin.

William Barker and Co, sued the China 
E. Co., the claim being for the delivery of 
10 of fire bricks ex the steamer “ Indiana,” 
the property of the plaintiff, which was wrong- 
fally detained by the defendante, or, in the 
alternative, the value of such bricks, $120, The 

tiffs also claimed the exponses of trane- 

rring the bricks to their destination, incurred 

through defendants wrongfully landing the 
sare. 

Mr. G. E. Morrell (of Messrs. Goldring, 
Barlow and Morrell (appo:red for pe pista: 
and Mr, P. Sydenham Dixon (of Mr. RB. A. 
Harding's office) for the defendants. 

Mr. Morrell said that in April last his cliont 
ordered two sets of fire bricks from a Now 
York firm, which were to be shipped to him 
here. The Company in New York apparently 
employed a firm of freight contractors to ship 
these goods, and the next thing his client knew 
was that he had received bili of lading from 
New York, together with a draft for $50. The 
bill of lading stated that application for delivery 
was to be made to the China Express Co. That 
was the first plaintiffs had heard of them, as 
they had never dealt’ with them before. hen 

laintiffs. applied for delivery they received 
an invoice charging $98 freight and $17.50, 
defendants’ charges : that was, $10 for landing 
expenses and $7.50 for their commission. People 
not connected with the contract at all were 
endeavouring to make plaintiffs pay commission. 
Plaintiffs sent round objecting to pay, and 
defendants withdrew the first bill and sent ina 
reduced bill for $12.50, which plaintiffs 
still refused to pay. The defendants then 
refused to deliver the goods, thereby 
compelling plaintiffs to bring this action. They 
were fighting on principle, because they woud 
not be “squeezed.” They had tendered a 
freight of $98.65 on the goods, which were 
valued to $120, which defendants refused to 
accept. He did not know how this freight was 
arrived at. In the ordinary way the goods 
should have been landed in the Kowloon Wharf 
and Godown Co’s, godown and plaintiffs whould 
have taken delivery of them. This had happened 
several times before, and defendsnts had always 
made s charge which they paid under protest, 
Plaintiffs gave them notice at the eames time 
that they would not have the defendants handl- 
ing their goods. When defendants gave them 
notice they were prepared to take delivery. 

Mr. Dixon wished to take a preliminary 
objection. This was an action for a specific 
delivery of chattels, 

His Lordship—The property or its value ? 

Mr. Dixon—It is the same objection as was 
taken here the other day. 

His Lordship—That is an extraordinary 

- proposition. It is not an equitable claim at all ; 
is a legal claim. 

William Barker said he traded as William 
Barker and Co,, electrical and mechanical 
eogineers and contractors.

Knowing that he always made trouble 
about landing oharges, witness sent him 
notice to take delivery from the Kowloon 
godowns the day after the ship arrived. 
Had he taken delivery then there would have 
been only a commission obarge of $5. If the 
goods were damaged, witness was the only 
person who coald olaim against the ship. After 
receiving notice plaintiff refused to take the 
goods. Witness vow claimed commission and 
expenses of removing the goods to the Com. 
pany's godown, altogether $12.50. 

Cross-examined— When the goods were in 
Kowloon witness forwarded plaintiff an estimate 
of the amonnt it would cost to land them in 
Hongkong P : 

Mr. orrell—How conld you send an 
estimate ?

Hie Lordship gave his award in the case in 
which Chun Tak|Leong and Co. sued Messrs. 
Batterfield and Swire and the China Navigation 
Co. Ld., their olgim being for $10,833 held by 
defendante as payment for services reodered in 
connection with the strandiog of the am 
“ Akashi Mara”, 

Mr, M. W. Side, instructed by Mr. J. Soott 
Barston (of sere. Ewers and Harston) 
appe red for the plaintiffs, the defendants being 
represented by |Sir Heory Berkeley K.C., 
instructed by Mr. H. J. Gedge (of Mosars, 
Jobngon. Stokes and Master). 

His Lordship! first read the questions he 
Placed before the Assessors, and then their 
answers.

On these 
findings the case did not seem to him to come 
within measurable distance of a case where one 
half of the property had been given for salvage 
work, Hoe had therefore to. award a liberal 
reward for services rendered as defined by the 
foregoing answer, With regard to the boat's 
ctews for special services the award would 
be $1,C00 :—the chief officer, two journeys, 
$500; two sub officers, one journey each 
$130; crew, inclading the passenger who 
rowed, and he thought one of the crew of the 
“Akashi” who rowed, $200; those who went 
both journeys to get two shares.
